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ORR Presents The Boy Friend

Spring is upon us, and that means it's time for the 
Old Rochester Regional High School Spring Musical. This 
year. Drama Club Director Paul Sardinha and his cast of 
113 students will be performing The Boy Friend, a classic 
show filled with humor and love. 

"The Boy Friend is an old work horse in the 
industry,'' said Sardinha. 'It's established and very crowd 
pleasing. It's a very family oriented show." 

The original show featured Broadway legend 
Julie Andrews and is the third longest running Broadway 
show in history. The plot features a group of English girls 
attending high school in France during the 1920's. One 
girl, Polly Browne, who is portrayed by ORR student 
Katie Holden, is preoccupied because she cannot find a 
boyfriend, until she meets Tony, portrayed by ORR Junior 
Max Houck. 

"The whole play is a spoof," said Houck. "There 
are a lot of inside jokes that are portrayed on stage and we 
make it really obvious." 

When Sardinha announced at last year's drama 
banquet that the school would be performing The Boy 
Friend in 2012, he admits the response was not what he 
expected. However, after nearly 12 weeks of planning and 
rehearsal, the students are really coming together. 

"They're loving it," said Sardinha. "They're 
excelling at it brilliantly. They're exhausted because I'm 
trying to teach them how comedy works, and I'm trying 
to teach them how to do the funniest reading of their 
lines. They're having a great time learning exaggeration."

January, the crew rehearses three days a week for three 
hours at a time until show time. Most students in the 
play are also in a variety of other extracurricular activities, 
including Houck, who plays both soccer and lacrosse. 

"It's extremely hard to balance everything," said 
Houck. "I play two sports, soccer and lacrosse, and I'm 
the captain of the soccer team, so I have to do a lot of stuff 
in the off-season too." 

This will be Houck' s first drama performance of 
his high school career. While he originally auditioned for 
a different part, he was thrilled when he learned he was 
cast as the lead. Still, he's got a little bit of jitters. 

"I'm extremely nervous," said Houck. "I've never 
danced or acted in front of a crowd before, and since this 
is a musical, that's half of it. We'll see how it goes." 

The good news is Houck won't be alone on stage, 
with over 50 actors joining him under the lights and over 
60 classmates helping backstage and on the technical end. 
A large group of parents help manage the banking and 
marketing for the production. From ordering and printing 
tickets to distributing posters, Sardinha says they are 
more than happy to help, and for that, he is grateful to be 
holding this position he has held for 20 years. 

"I am so blessed to be working here," said 
Sardinha. "It's such a fantastic environment. The faculty 
is great and the kids are phenomenal. And we have a 
fantastic parents group." 

The Boy Friend will run from March 22-24 at 7:30 
pm and March 25 at 2:00 pm in the ORRHS auditorium.

Rochester Police Investigate Recent Break-ins

The month of March has seen a spate of break- 
ins around the town of Rochester, with two occurring 
on Walnut Plain Road and another on Featherbed Lane.

The home on Featherbed Lane was 
equipped with an alarm, and the burglars ran off before 
police arrived. Chief Magee said the homes had been 
somewhat ransacked. 

'Tt was very clear that people had been in there. 
Drawers had been rifled, doors left open, and items 
moved around,'' he said. 

The Rochester Police are comparing their 
evidence with investigations at four other local 
departments that have also suffered recent burglaries. 

"We tend to look at the MO of the crime, such as 
examining the method of break-in, items taken, time of

day, and compare that to other reported incidents/' Chief 
Magee said. 

''It's a little uncomfortable," said one resident 
of the 600 block of Walnut Plain Road, who wished to 
remain anonymous. "I have children in high school. But 
it's helpful to have a dog and we also have an alarm 
system for the house," she said. 

She has lived in Rochester her whole life and on 
Walnut Plain road for 20 years. 

"It really helps to know your neighbors. We've 
been here so long, we notice when things aren't right. If 
I saw something suspicious at my neighbor's house, I'd 
call them and call the police," she said. 

Chief Magee is making sure the people of 
Rochester know the police are there to help, no matter 
what. 

"One of the biggest problems is that people don't 
always call us. We have cars driving all over town. We'd 
rather respond to false-alarms than not respond to the 
real thing," he said. 

The Rochester Police offer the following 
prevention tips to keep homes safe: 

• Lock all doors and windows when leaving the 
house, even for a short while. 

• Keep large sums of cash in banks and expensive 
jewelry in safe deposit boxes. 

• Do not hide door keys outside the house. 

• If you have an alarm system, be sure to set it

The Water Commission expressed a desire to start 
a long-term planning project for how Rochester receives 
its water. As it stands presently, Rochester gets it water 
from a combination of places, including lines that run 
from Marion down Route 105 and into town as well as 
Wareham and occasionally New Bedford. 

The Commission warned that Rochester 
technically doesn't have rights to any sources of water, 
and given the town's history, most specifically during 
the 1960's and 1980' s, there is a possibility of drought. In 
order to prevent this from happening, the commission 
would like to study the demographics of the town and 
start putting a plan into action so Rochester can start 
putting money aside to gain rights for their own water 
sources. 

The Selectmen are curious to see how the Water 
Commission does in its inaugural year.

the willingness of the different boards to push this over 
the hump and get it started.'' 

The project proposes a new affordable housing 
complex, to be constructed off Route 105, providing 
60 affordable rental units and 36 single-family homes. 
However, the latest modification of the plan has raised a 
number of issues since it came before the Zoning Board in 
January. 

First, the road where the development would 
be constructed is not presently a public road, therefore 
school buses would not be able to go down the road and 
pick up the children. Also, because the road is a one-way, 
the town is concerned with how fire trucks and other 
emergency vehicles would be able to maneuver around 
and exit the property if necessary. 

Henry addressed both of these issues at Tuesday's 
meeting, saying that the town is trying to get the road in 
the public domain so they would be able to widen the 
road and make repairs as they see fit. He felt confident 
that the town would be able to reach a resolution with the 
planners and that the students would still have access to 
the bus on the street. 

With regards to the emergency vehicles, Henry 
said the Fire Department and the town have come to a 
"handshake" agreement, that in the case of an emergency, 
the trucks and emergency vehicles would be able to turn 
around and have an alternative exit on the bike path and 
other abutting properties near the complex.

Questions Raised about Brandt Island Homes 

Mattapoisett Planning Board 
By Eric Tripoli 

No public hearings took place at the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board's meeting on Monday, March 19 
- however the board did entertain some informal 
discussions with members of the community 

The Planning Board's SRPEDD commissioner, 
Robert Rogers and Randall Kunz -chairman of the 
regional planners survey - presented Southeastern 
Regional Planning and Development District maps 
outlining potential development sites should a commuter 
rail system service the New Bedford area. 

If there was train service from the southeastern 
coast to Boston, Mattapoisett could potentially see 
considerable development in business and real estate. 
They discussed the plans for the Board's consideration, 
but due to considerable budget constraints, it is unlikely 
that Mattapoisett would see this development in the 
future. 

The Board then spoke with town assessor Don 
Fleming, who raised the concern over the current system 
for updating assessors' maps. According to Fleming, the 
situation often arises where building plans are submitted 
to the town, but the assessors aren't able to update their

Trust (C / O Greta Fox) submitted a new special permit 
application to construct an addition and renovate the 
existing structure instead. After a lengthy hearing on the 
application, the Mattapoisett ZBA on March 15 okayed the 
second special permit request. 

The hearing almost did not take place, however, 
as lawyers from both sides had conflicting views whether 
the applicant could hold two special permits for different 
projects on the same property. 

Attorney Marc Deshaies, representing the 
applicant, explained that repetitive petitions are barred 
from coming before the board for two years only when 
the first application was denied. Cedar Realty Trust 
received approval on January 19 from the ZBA to 
demolish and reconstruct a home set back further on the 
property, thus he said the case could be heard. 

The legal counsel of the contesting abutters 
disagreed. 

"They have to wait until the first application is 
adjudicated with finality. If you go forward, it sets a bad 
precedent,'' said attorney Jim Goodhue. ''You can't have it 
both ways." 

Deshaies argued otherwise. 

"There is no prohibition that we can't come back 
and file an application for a different alteration on the 
property. . . If this board grants the special permit before 
the board, they have right to make an appeal of that 
decision, and consolidate it in the Land Court," he said. 

After taking a ten-minute break to contact 
Building Inspector Andrew Bobola by phone for his 
opinion, the board ended up taking up the case. 

Engineer David Davignon of Schneider and 
Associates explained the project, which demolishes 40 
percent of the existing home and rebuilds it so it does 
not encroach on a neighbor's property. The remaining

60 percent of the home would be significantly renovated 
with a new foundation, and connected to the new 
expansion. 

The final home would occupy 25 percent of 
property, a lot coverage that is similar to other residences 
in the neighborhood, Davignon said. 

"They are either keeping the setbacks as they are 
or improving nonconformities,'' he added. 

More than 12 neighbors came out in support of 
the petition, including Dr. Mark Desnoyers. "We feel it 
is very much in harmony with the neighborhood. It's a 
modest upgrade, in our view, and we don't think it is 
going to be detrimental to the neighborhood," Desnoyers 
said. Other abutters testified in favor of the project. 

Atty. Goodhue, however, said the project amounts 
to a reconstruction, not an extension, which triggers a 
Variance. 

"The task is not to succumb to a popularity 
contest. It is a complete reconstruction, not an alteration... 
Essentially this will be two structures... you are going to 
have two homes on one non-conforming lot," Goodhue 
argued. 

But Davignon challenged that idea. "The 
[contesting abutters] have not studied the plans, and is 
making contentions without doing their homework. It's 
an extension, an addition on a nonconforming lot," he 
said. 

In the end, the board sided with Cedar Realty 
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Trust and approved the special permit. 

In a second case that also drew some opposition, 
the ZBA approved a special permit for Diane and Alan 
D'Orlando to add a second floor to a dwelling at 52 Pico 
Beach Road that does not meet setbacks. 

The application was a repetitive petition for a 
project that had been denied by the Planning Board in 
the past. The applicant had reduced the home, altered the 
roofline and removed bump outs to appease neighbors 
who felt the project was too large for the neighborhood, 
according to Davignon, who was the engineer on this 
case as well. The proposed house, which would add an 
additional story to the home, was originally proposed to 
have five bedrooms but the applicant had reduced it to

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three. According to Davignon, the footprint would not 
change, just the height. 

Vicky Keiser was one neighbor who spoke out 
against the project. She said D'Orlando had not kept 
promises on the existing house he had built, and failed to 
construct a boardwalk to the beach. She said he rents the 
house, which draws a lot of cars to the small area. 

D' Orlando indicated that he would not rent it 
again, and plans to turn it into a primary residence. 

Direct abutter Heather Hobler voiced concerns 
about the project and the trustworthiness of the applicant. 
She said the applicant's lawyer had sent her plans of the 
project, with an offer of money ''to look the other way." 

Hobler said original plans called for a four- 
bedroom house with an additional storage room - but 
the applicant had really been trying to get a five bedroom 
and had to adjust the plans when confronted. "They've 
not been upfront about all of this, who knows what' 11 
happen." 

She also said the plans presented do not match 
what she was given, and that the home would go outside 
its current footprint. She said a staircase has been added 
that descends to the beach, which is clearly outside the 
footprint. 

She noted that the home is on the smallest lot in 
the neighborhood, and it is surrounded by gravel while 
neighbors keep their areas green. She said construction on

and nothing was done to remediate that. 

''There is nothing to keep back erosion. There is 
very little greenery and protection for the coastal dune 
and barrier beach/' she said. "We need to keep [the 
house] within reasonable size so we are not putting too 
much stress on the whole area." 

While the board acknowledged the 
environmental concerns. Chairman Jeffrey Chase said 
those issues are under the jurisdiction of the Conservation 
Commission. 

Hobler also said the applicant had said he would 
live in the house, and instead rented it out. 

"I was part of the team who permitted the other 
house, and many of the comments made are absolutely 
false. The house was not designed to be lived in by the 
client," Attorney Shepard Johnson said. 

"I will suggest we worked hard to appease the 
abutters. . . Obviously we can't make everyone happy. 
It's an addition of 750 square feet when you take out the 
stairway," said Davignon, who was the engineer on this 
project. 

In the end, the board unanimously approved the 
request - with a condition that Andy Bobola, building 
inspector, ensures that the home does not go beyond its 
footprint and conforms to every aspect of the plan that is 
within the application.

rights to get involved in assessing the town's future, in 
particular its investments. 

''[Marion] has approximately $50 million in debt 
and $12 million in unfunded liabilities. Right now, as we 
sit here, we are looking at $60 million in debt. As we go 
forward with capital projects, we have very little room to 
incur a heck of a lot more debt," North said. 

The board members expressed interest in 
exploring the idea, but with caution. 

"Fve been involved in the Planning Board for 10 
years, and Fve never been involved in those discussions," 
board member Tom Magauran said. "As a town, we 
recognize there has been a weakness at looking at our

except at the harbormaster's office.'' 

"We need to square away our statutory authority. 
I don't want to step on places where we don't belong, but 
on the other hand if it is within our jurisdiction we should 
look at it," Magauran added. 

"It appears to me we are breaking new ground. 
If it is within our responsibility, then so be it," said 
Chairman Jay Ryder. 

"We've let the maintenance of our town fall apart. 
From the sewer to the roads to the buildings. It's obvious. 
We always make things difficult to get new growth to 
support our tax base," Sherman Briggs weighed in. 

The discussion touched on the YSI Building, a 
18,000 square foot industrial building at 13 Atlantic Ave 
accepted by the town as a donation at the Special Town 
Meeting last fall. 

"The YSI Building is a great poster child for lack 
of planning in the town," North said, comparing it to the

over there," he said.

could end up costing the town much more in maintenance 
and other expenditures. 

North said that unlike the Capital Planning 
Committee - of which he is a part - the Planning Board is 
more than an information-gathering committee as it has 
statutory authority. 

"We are the guys who should be taking the lead 
and getting this done/' he said. 

Stephen Kokkins, a resident who is running for 
the Planning Board, said in his research on regulations, 
assessment of resources is a legitimate Planning Board 
function - even if it isn't done for a Master Plan. 

"[A Planning Board] can give information on the 
condition of a city. I don' t think you have to be weighted 
down so that a Master Plan has to be undertaken,'' he 
said. 

The board also touched on the recent effort to 
evaluate the Town House. Chairman Ryder, who is also 
Chair of the Town House Advisory Committee, said that 
it might disband at its next meeting because it doesn't 
have enough authority to be effective. 

Ultimately, the board endorsed spreading the 
word that it is available to town committees and officials 
to solicit bids for small assessments on projects. It decided 
to invite town boards, the public and other interested 
parties to attend North's April 2 presentation 

In other business at the meeting: 

• The planning board approved an ANR 
application to combine two parcels at 80 Piney Point 
Road, as presented by Christian Farland.

Last year, the town of Rochester's Treasurer 
discovered that the Plymouth County Retirement 
Association had been overcharging Rochester for pensions 
for several ORR district staff - which should have been 
shared more evenly across the towns. Instead of charging 
the towns directly, the retirement payments should have 
been part of the PCRA assessment to ORR, which in turn 
would be assessed to each town based on the enrollment 
percentage. 

"Fm not sure if everyone realized the magnitude 
of the problem,'' Town Administrator Richard LaCamera 
said to the school committee, noting that Rochester paid 
out $200,469 in pension benefits over the past decade 
when it should have paid only $105,223 through the

While Mattapoisett is only marginally affected by 
the mistake and would owe about $9,070 to make up their 
portion of the costs - Marion was undercharged to the 
tune of $86,174. 

District Business Administrator Katie Isernio said 
that several meetings have taken place with PCPA staff, 
Tri-Town and school officials to rectify the problem. With 
numbers in hand, Isernio laid out three scenarios for the 
committee to choose: Marion and Mattapoisett would pay 
back their portion in one, two or three years. 

''The town of Marion said it would like it over 
two years,'' Isernio informed the committee, as no Marion 
town officials were present at the meeting. That way their 
payments would be staggered over multiple years and 
have less of an immediate drastic impact. 

LaCamera made clear at the meeting that he 
wants Marion and Mattapoisett to pay their share - about 
$95,245 in total - during the next fiscal year to account for 
the loss. 

"Since we've been discussing this during two 
budget periods, we want to get this over with," he said. 
"From Marion's side, they are in a lot better financial 
shape since we have paid the bulk of the money over 
the past nine years. We need the money and we need it 
resolved." 

In the end, the committee voted 5-2 on the side 
of LaCamera and rejected Superintendent Doug White's 
suggestion for them to authorize ORR to broker an 
agreement. 

"It does seem we have taken the brunt of the hit," 
Robin Rounseville said, a Rochester resident and school 
committee member. Thomas Shire was the sole Marion 
resident in attendance at the meeting, and he voted 
against the measure. Marion School Committee member 
Joseph Scott was absent. 

As a result of the vote, Rochester will have 
$95,245 more in its general FY2013 town budget. Marion 
will have $86,174 less in its town budget for next year due 
to the vote. 

In other major business, the school committee 
officially approved ORR's $16,639,305 budget for next

fiscal year. Seven paraprofessional staff positions are 
eliminated in the budget. Savings from a modified 
bus contract and a more favorable utilities agreement 
provided additional revenue that helped prevent deeper 
cuts. 

Also at the meeting, ORR High School Principal 
Michael Devoll received approval to overhaul two 
student handbook policies. One policy would limit 
the number of directed study blocks (free periods for 
studying) for one per semester. The other policy would 
make it more difficult for a student to drop a class. 
Students will only be able to withdraw from a class if they 
need to drop a level, and this can only happen following 
a joint meeting with their guidance counselor, teacher, 
parent and principal. 

'Tt's been too easy for kids to take the easy 
way out,'' Devoll said. Also, he said the class sizes have 
become disproportionate as a result. "It wreaks havoc 
on the scheduling. . . it is detrimental to the equity in the 
building,'' he said. 

In other business: 

• The committee agreed that a change to its 
policy on dogs, cats and other pets should be considered 
by the Joint School Committee - following a request 
from a resident. Currently no one can walk their pets on 
district schools' properties without authorization from the 
principal or superintendent. 

• The committee authorized Isernio to purchase

This is particularly true in one hilarious 
scene where a woman has a blind date with a primitive 
man (Ruf), who offers her meat, flowers and an animal 
hide.

consumed inappropriately - either by accident or 
through illegal sale. Prescription medication abuse is 
becoming far more prevalent than common street drugs.

21 Jump Street, Starring Jonah Hill and Channing Tatum. 
Directed by Phil Lord and Chris Miller. Running time: 
109 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

What was the appeal of the cop show 21 Jump 
Street to young audiences? It seemed preachy, and its sub- 
text was that the cool, mysterious new kid in your high- 
school class could be an undercover cop. (The obvious 
answer is not to trust any new kids.) I remember the show 
being somewhat ironically enjoyed, much like its near- 
contemporary Beverly Hills 90210. Like The Mod Squad, 
it tried to tackle tough issues relevant to Today's Youth, 
but a network television series could only tackle so hard 
back in the '80s. The new 21 Jump Street movie lampoons 
the typical 21 Jump Street episode, with added fish-out- 
of- water jokes involving how much high-school culture 
changes in only seven years. It's no longer considered cool 
to be aggressive and dismissive of passion; now everyone 
is sensitive and socially committed. 

The movie sends inept twentysomething cops 
Schmidt (Jonah Hill) and Jenko (Channing Tatum) back 
to high school to bust up a drug ring. The narcotic all the 
kids are taking is some new synthetic mind-blaster that 
works in hilariously specific stages. This 21 Jump Street is 
neither pro- nor anti-drug, but mines a lot of humor from 
its effects, especially when Schmidt and Jenko are obliged 
to try the drug to prove to the school's dealer that they're 
not narcs. If there was ever an episode where Johnny 
Depp and Peter DeLuise had to shove their fingers down 
each other's throats so they'd vomit up a drug, then failed 
and had to contend with a track coach whose head kept 
changing into animals and ice cream cones, I must've 
missed it. 

The young directors Phil Lord and Chris Miller 
{Cloudy with a Chance of Meatballs) hedge their bets en- 
tertainingly by filling the movie's margins with ironclad 
comedy professionals; Rob Riggle, for instance, turns 
up as the aforementioned track coach, Ellie Kemper and 
Chris Parnell are also on the faculty, the formidable Nick 




Offerman appears too briefly as the cops' deputy chief, 
and none other than Ice Cube is the captain of the Jump 
Street program. (The movie goes excessively meta for a 
minute or so when NWA's "Straight Outta Compton" in- 
vades the soundtrack, ending on a shot of Ice Cube, look- 
ing as angry as he sounded on that song.) For nostalgic 
fans of the show, no fewer than three of its actors walk on 
here; sorry, but that sort of thing is what the too-serious 
Miami Vice film needed. 

Hill and Tatum make a natural Mutt and Jeff 
team, and when I laughed, which was fairly often. Hill 
was responsible — though I became an instant fan of Ta- 
tum' s chemistry-class ode to the wonders of potassium ni- 
trate, and Brie Larson as Hill's romantic interest has some 
terrific dry line readings. The movie is perfectly pleasant, 
a smidgen too aware of itself (though the "why didn't that 
explode?" running gag during a car chase pays off nicely) 
but consistently sharp; the party scene midway through 
is wilder and funnier than the entirety of the recent party 
movie Project X (which, like this film, was written by 
Michael Bacall — small world). It's been getting a tad 
overpraised, perhaps because everyone's surprised it isn't 
completely foul; the randomness and genre-tweaking of 
The Other Guys hit my particular humor spot more solidly. 
It's not a classic, but it'll look just fine on cable in a couple 
of years, and at least it doesn't end with a painfully ear- 
nest PSA, as some episodes of the show did. Then again, 
that might' ve put it over the top to genuine greatness — 
leave something for the DVD extras, I guess.
